Officer acts as the liaison between the ship and the customers of the ship, and is responsible to the Commanding Officer for
the ship's scientific equipment and personnel.

The Operations Officer must ensure that the ship successfully accomplishes the scientific goals of each cruise, and has
smooth transitions from one cruise to the next.

The primary duties of the Operations Officer include:

- Coordination of the maintenance of ship's scientific equipment

- Working with the scientific party to coordinate the preparation of ship's equipment for the needs of a cruise
- Coordination of the loading, setting up, and unloading of customer's scientific equipment for a cruise.

- Preparing for, orienting and acting as a point of contact for embarking scientific personnel

In addition to the development of interpersonal and organizational skills, working as the Operations Officer of the
ALBATROSS IV is a good opportunity to gain experience in a supervisory role as a training officer for first tour officers arriving
from BOTC.

In some instances, the Operations Officer may also have the opportunity to sail as acting Executive Officer, and gain
experience in personnel management, pay procedures, and budget management, which prepares the incumbent for future
sea tours as an Executive Officer.
